GUESTS IN WILD SCAMPER 


Exodus to Shore with Summer 
Toggery Marks March of Blaze; 
Three Children Believed 
to Have Perished. 


Old Orchard, Me, Aug. 15.—[Special ]}—Old 
Orchard was practically wiped out of exist- 
ence by fire tonight. — 


Half a dozen of the big hotels, as many of |: 


the smaller, nearly a hundred cottages, and 
scores of smaller buildings were destroyed, 
and at latest reports three children are be- 
lieved to have been burned to death fn one 
hotel, 

Thousands of people, mostly visitors, are 
homeless, temporarily, and the property loss 
will foot up to nearly $1,000,000. 

The fire started shortly before 8 o’clotk, 
presumably in the room of one of the em- 
ployés of the Hotel Olympia, a four story 
wooden building, standing back from the 
beach. The cause of the fire is at present 
unknown, but it is generally believed to have 
been due to defective insulation of the elec- 
trie lighting wires. 


Breeze Drives Flames Along. 

There was a sharp breeze blowing when the 
blaze started, and it spread with almost in- 
credible swiftness. 

In the Olympia the word that ‘the hotel was 
on fire was shouted through the halls as soon 
as the blaze was discovered, and fntense con- 
fusion prevailed. 

Practically no attempt was made either by | 
guests or employés to save any personal 
property, every inmate of the building rush- 
ing into the street at the first alarm. The 
whole building, it seemed, was afire in the 
twinkling of an eye. 


‘Tinder Dry Cottages Feed Blaze. 

Opposite the hotel.in which the fire started 
the ground toward the beach was thickly 
dotted with cottages, each as dry as tinder 
and as inflammable as they well could be. 
The flames swept across the roadway to the 
east, and a little to the south, and while there 
were but five buildings on fire at 8:30, half an

the entire cottage settlement was doomed. 
In the meanwhile amateur fire. brigades 
had been formed, and efforts were made to

Ned the air, ard .wherever they fell fires 
started at once, so dry was everything about 
the resort. 

The bucket brigades were powerless to save 

anything, however, the breeze fanning the 
flames wherever they started, and cottage 
after cottage caught fire and was burned 
until the fire reached the line of hotels along 
the beach front, 


Big Hotels Go One by One. 

The large Hotel Emerson, the most elab- 
orately fitted hostelry in Old Orchard, caught 
fire about an hour after the Olympia. Like 
every other building in the place it was of 
wood azd burned like oil. Luckily the guests, 
of whom there were a large number, had 
had time to temove their property, or at least 
such parts of it as were easily portable. 

By this time an area of about. fifty acres 
along the beach was blazing. One by one the 
Hotel Seashore, one of the oldest and best 
known; the Hote} Fiske, one of the finest on 
the beach, valued at $50,000: the Hotel Al- 
berta, the Aldine, the Lawrence house, and 


a half dozen smaller hotels were caught and. 


left in ruins. 
The Boston and Maine railroad station was 


blown up by dynamite to arrest the flames, 
but the fire marched on unimpeded. 


Only One Big Building Left. 

At midnight, when the fire was brought 
under control, the only building in Old Or- 
chard of any size that remained standing 
was the Old Orchardé hotel, which {s located 
well back of the railroad line, southeast of 
where the railroad station stood 

The direction taken by the fire insured the 
safety of that hotel from the outset, and in 
consequenco .it was turned into a house of 
refuge. The Montreal, a favorite stopping 
place for Canadians, also is safe. 

While the Old Orchard hotel was made a 
central place of refuge as far as was possible, 
there were no facilities of gathering authéntic 
information. It.was, therefore, impossible to 
verify with any certainty a rumor that has 
been persistent through the night to the 
effect that three children were burned to 
death. 

It, was the liveliest night the summer vis- 
{tors ever had in Old Orchard. . All the hotels

Passengers Block Sea Interment 
of Chicago Teacher’s Body. 


CAPTAIN OF VESSEL. 


Miriam Shoyer’s Friends ‘Think She 
Was Robbed After Death, 


Miss Miriam Shoyer, a Chicago schood, 


teacher,who died suddenly last Tuesday while 
a homeward bound passenger on boerd the 
North German Lioyd. steamer Prinzessin 
Irene, narrowly escaped being buried at sea. 

The captain of the vessel consented to 
forego his intention of casting the body 
overboard sewed in a canvas sack only after 
a collection had been taken up among the 
passengers to defray the expenses of em- 
balming, to purchase a casket from the 
ship's company, and to pay the ship’s phy- 
sician. 

The liner arrived in New York yesterday 
with the remains, which were expressed 
at once to Chicagg, where they will arrive 
today. | 

The determination of the captain not to 
bring the body ashore for burial by rela- 
tives at home caused great indignation 
among the passengers. 


Robbery of the Dead Suspected. 

Relatives and friends in Chicago were sur- 
prised to learn that Miss Shoyer died penni- 
less and said she must have been robbed be- 
fore or after her death. 

Miss Shoyer was 2 fifth grade teacher fn the 
Iowa Street school in Austin. She was 30 
years old and lived with her sister and broth- 
er-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. Ambrose B. Wight, 
115 Howard avenue, Austin. She sailed from 
New York for a tour of Italy on June 27. She 
landed at Naples and having visited the prin- 
cipal Italian cities sailed from Genoa on the 
Prinzegsin Irene on Aug. 1. She had written 
Mrs. Wight a letter a few days before sail- 
ing in which she said her health was good. 
The news of her death shocked her sister. 
Mrs. Wight said her death was caused by 
heart disease. 

** My sister's outward bound and returning 
passage aboard the North German Lloyd 
steamers had been paid in advance,’’ Mrs. 
Wight said. “She had $800 when she left 
home. That was ample for her short journey 
through Italy. If she had no money when 
she died aboard the steamer I feel sure she 

was robbed.” 


Money Is Given by Passengers. 

When Capt. F. von Letten-Peterson, ac- 
cording to dispatches, ordered preparations 
for an immediate burial of the dead teacher, 
Miss J, L. Brownless, who had shared Miss 
Shoyer’s state room, and Miss Edna Scudder, 
a school teacher of Trenton, N. J,, backed 
by a committee of passengers, protested. 

The captain cited the Italian law, which 
provides for the immediate burial of al! 
persons who die at sea, to prevent the possi- 
bility of contagion. He said he would drop 
the dead woman over the side unless $418 was 
given to him to pay the cost of embalming 
and coffining the»body. He declared Miss 
Shoyer had died without money, and de- 
clined to accept the express orders which 
were found among her effects. 

Miss Scudder and Miss Brownless decided | 
to attempt to raise the money demanded.by 
the, ship’s master.

Status in San Francisco. 

“ Why, take the situation in San Francisco# 
They brought eighteen men to that city clear 
from New York. That was all they could get 
in a whole month’s run. There are not enough 
competent operators outside the union, gvyho 
are willing to take the places of the strikers 
to man the Chicago offices of the Western 
Union and the Postal alone. 

“Even under normal onditions, with no 
strike, there’s a scarcity Of competent teleg- 
raphers in this country and the employers 
seem to. have lost sight of that fact or are 
blinding themselves to it like the ostrich that 
All through the 
west and In Canada the railroads are asking 
for more operators. In many of the states 
the eight hour law for operators will go into 
effect next March and there'll be another 
heavy demand then. 

I was leaving the west the Union Pa- 
cific was making a call for 150 men, at good 
wages, and the Southern Pacific was asking 
for 400. The unemployed telegraphers don’t 
need to have a moment’s uneasine&s. Re-— 
member they are skilled men—they are pro- 
fessional workers. Their places can't be 
filled by industrial soldiers of fortune, as in 
the case of teamsters or street car employés 
or day laborers!” 3 


Union Must Be Recognized. 

“When will this general strike order be 
issued?”

“Since the beginning of negotiations we 
have been abused unmercifully by the tele- 
gtaph companies, and the strike was the 
result of intolerable conditions that could be 
successfully met by no lesser protest. A 
complete tieup of the telegraph lines means 
that the public will have to depend on the 
mail service. The long distance telephone 
service is not adequate for even a small per 
cent of hurry up commercial business.”’ 

Urged again for an opinion as to the possi- 
bility of a strike involving other lines of 
industry, as was indicated by the waiters re- 
fusing to serve-strike breakers at the Grand 
Pacific hotel and at the Western Union res- 
taurant, and the teafnsters refusing to de- 
liver supplies to the strike bound buildings 
of the Western Union and Postal Telegraph 
companies, Mr. Small said it was too early to 
talk of that. 

On his way east the president of the telegra- 
phers’ union was greeted at every station 
where his train stopped by telegraphers who 
wished him success when he reached Chi- 
cago.

Neil and Gompers Meet. 


Earlier in the day United States Labor 
Commissioner Neill and Mr. Gompers played 
a small part.in the strike situation. They 
inet during the morning at the Great North- 
err. hotel and discussed the effect that Mr. 
Small’s arrival would have upon possible 
peace movements. While neither would give 
an opinion as to the report from Omaha that 
Small would order a general strike ten min- 
utes after his arrival in Chicago, they ap- 
reared to take a pessimistic view of things. 

Mr. Gompers had intende@ to leave for 
Washington late in the afternoon, but when 
he heard that the train carrying the telegra- 
phers’ chief would not arrive until 6 o’clock 
in the evening he decided to postpone his de- 
parture until morning. Mr. Neill said he 
was not sure whether he would see Mr. Small 
at all. He said he would be in his room at 
the Great Northern hotel during the evening 
if the strikers wanted to talk to him. 


Chats h Executive Board. 


President Gompers at noon went over to 
the national headquarters of the strikers in 
the Monon building and held another friendly 
chat with members of the executive board, 
Secretary Wesley Russell was present, but 
left early in order to catch a train to Genoa 
to meet Small’s tralg a few hours out of the 
city. 

Mr. Gompers was accompanied by George 
W. Perkins, president of the National Cigar- 
makers’ union, on visit to the executive 
board. After the conference, which lasted 
two hours, Mr. Gompers admitted that noth- 
ing of importance had been accomplished. 

“IT am trying to be helpful,” he said, “‘ but 
conditions have not shaped themselves yet 
for any active work. If anything is done to 
restore peace it must be at the psychological 
moment, and that has not arrived. I shall 
remain over another day and talk with Mr. 
Small. Perhaps things will clear up after he 
has issued his statement and defined the 
exact lines of the strike.” 


Neill Is Doing Little. 


Aside from his brief interview with Mr. 
Gompers, Commissioner Neill appeared to 
have abandoned work on the strike. He was 
found during the afternoon at the headquar- 
ters of the department of labor in the fed- 
eral building. 

“Tt does not look as if anything looking 
toward arbitration or any peace settlement 
could or would be fone in Chicago,” he said. 
“Tf any plan is proposed it will have to go 
to the national heads of the telegraph com- 
panies in New York.

POLITICAL ECONOMIST TALKS. 


Goldwin Smith Says Operators Have No 
Braga to Tie Up the Public 
Business. 


Toronto, Ont., Aug. 13.—[Special.}]—In an 
interview condemning the striking telegra- 
phers, Prof. Goldwin Smith, who celebrated 
his eighty-fourth birthday today, said: 

“I have been thinking of the strike of the 
telegraph operators. These men are different 
from the ordinary employé, who, when he 
has a grievance against his employer, has a 
perfect right to resort to a strike to secure 
his rights. But when the telegraph operator 
goes on strike it affects the entire community 
and there should be a clause in the contract 
under which they are engaged forbidding 
them to strike and providing that if they 
go out on strike they stay out, 

“Of course, the proper solution of the 
question is the adoption of the same system 
as is employed in England, where the tele- 
graph is operated by the government, as a 
department of the postal service. It might 
occasion serious business loss for the tele- 
graph service to be tiled up. We might as 
well allow the postal department to be dis- 
arranged by a strike.’’ 


RAILWAY MEN ARE IMPATIENT. 


Gome Refuse to Handle Commercial 
Telegraph Messages Despite Deci- 
sion of Union’s Head Officers. 


While their general officers last night were 
deciding that there should be no strike of the 
members of the Order of Railway Telegra- 

‘phers, here and there over the country the 
impatient operators refused to handle com- 
mercial messages. 

Rallroad operators.along the Rome, Water- 
town and Ogdensburg division of the New 
York Central refused to handle the messages 
that came to them as Western Union busi- 
ness, despite orders of their superiors to 
treat all messages as railroad business.

Dread of Railway Tieup. 

“Tf the strikers should make a move 
toward tying up the railway service,"’ said 
a trader, ‘‘ the injury to board of trade af- 
fairs would be almost immeasurable. A rail- 
way strike would bring the grain move- 
ment practically to a standstill. Personal- 
ly I am not fearful that the railway opera- 
tors will become involved for the reason 
that the crippling of the railway service 
would militate strongly against the strikers’ 
chances of winning their fight.’’ 

It was reported that some of the~* wire 
houses were nearer to signing contracts with 
the strikers, although considerable disap- 
pointment was expressed at the delay in 
completing the agreements. The action of 
Logan & Bryan in acceding to the demands 
of the operators, who were not thoroughly 
organized in the offices of that firm, it wag 
thought, would hasten other houses to a 
similar understanding.

Young Employe of Associated Press Is 
Twice Attacked—Beaten with 
Fists and Clubs. 


Twice within the last three days Rudolph 
Arndt, 15 years old, 498 Dickens avenue, a 
check boy employed by the Associated Press, 
has been attacked by boys supposed to be 
strikers. The first attack occurred on Tues- 
Gay afternoon at Van Buren and La Salle 
streets. Wednesday evening when the boy 
left the Associated Press office to go to his 
home he was met at Jackson boulevard and 
‘Fifth avenue by three messengers. They 
beat him on the head with their fists and 
with clubs and threw him to the ground and 
kicked him. On the approach of a policeman 
the boys fled.

Subsidiary Organization Plouned by 
the Little Room Will Have “Bunga- 
low on Top of Skyscraper.”

Stripping these announcements of partisan- 
ship, the sum of today’s situation in the teleg- 
raph. strike is. that.the companies are still 
doing business, though under great difficul- 
ties.

if the supply of nonunion telegraphers is not 
great enough to meet the demand of the 
companies. 

Question of Endurance. 

The whole strike situation now resolves 
itself to this one question of supply and de- 
mand. Officers of the télegraph 
say that they will soon have every wire in the 
country filled with the nonunion 6perators. 
The strikers seem confident in the belief that 
there are not enough men and women in the 
country outside their organization who cap 
handle a key, and they set a month as the 
limit of the company's endurance ‘without 
their aid. 

‘We have enough money in sight to keep 
up this strike for a month,’’ said Daniel E. 
Russell, chairman of the board of strategy 
of the local. ‘‘ We have $80,000 in the bank 
and the operators in: Wall street who have 
recently had their pay raised have promised 
us that the difference between their former 
earnings and what the brokers allow them, 
according to the schedule put in force on 
Wednesday, will be contributed each week to 
the treasury of the local unions. 7 

* This will add between $10,000 and $15,000 
a week. We will not have to call on the na- 
tional body of the organization for a month, 
and the strike will be over by that time."’ The 
union is planning a benefit performance at 
the Hippodrome next week. 

All Over, Says Clowry. 

‘President Clowry of the Western Union 
gave out a statement for his company this 
afternoon. He said: 

“From our point of view the strike is over. 
We are working a full force of men in this 
“city, and we already have refused several 
of the strikers who applied for their old posi- 
tions because we are working full handed. 
The strike has been badly mismanaged.”’ 

Mr. E, J. Nally, vice president and general 
manager of the Postal company, issued a 
similar statement, 

Aceopding to information given by a teleg- 
rapher, who said he got the figures from an 
entirely reliable source, there were only 100 
operators tonight in the main operating 
room of the Western Union. This included 
all chiefs and those of the day force held 
over. Normally there are at least 200 men 
working on the night force. In the city 
department there were only thirty-five 
where usually there are about seventy. 

Late in the aftcrnoon at a masameeting of 
the union in Everett. hall an attempt was 
made to pass a resolution calling out all the 
operators who had made contracts to man 
leased wires in brokers’ and newspaper 
offices. After a hard fight the resolution was 
tabled. Officers of the union said that even 
if the resolution had been adopted they would 
not have ordered such a strike, which would 
have violated a contract. 


Leased Wire Operators Wait. 


St. Louls, Mo., Aug. 15.—The statement was 
made this morning by President A. L. Ewing 
of the local union. and chairman of brokers’ 
chapel that there will not bea strike of 
leased wire operators in St. Louis until a 
general strike order is issued by President 
Small. 

All brokers’ operators who are not then 
working under contract schedules, he said, 
would be called out. Two local brokers’ 
firms have signed the schedules demanded 
by the operators, but the other brokers have 
decided.yot to sign until they have official 
information as to action taken by Chicago 
and New York brokers. 


Conditions at Frisco. 

San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 15.—"*.Everything 
is moving along nicely,”’ said Supt. Storrer of 
the Postal Telegraph company this morning. 
‘* We have increased our working force since 
yesterday and now feel little inconvenience 
from the strike. I am confident that normal 
conditions will soon be restored.” 

Supt. May of the Western Union said: 
*“* When the strike occurred here and in Oak- 
land 111 men went out and 110 remained at 
their keys. At least twenty men have since 
been added to the force and we are transact- 
ing a big volume of business.”’ 


Portiand, Ore., in Better Shape. 

Portiand, Ore., Aug. 15.—Telegraphic com- 
munication between Portland and outside 
points north, south, and east is improved.

SOLDIER INSULTS A WOMAN 


Forcibly 
Kisses Wife of Capt. Clinnin. 


CAUGHT AFTER LONG CHASE. ; 


Will Be Tried by Court Martial and 


Dishonorably Discharged. 


Private J. R. Hill of battery A, Danville, 
one of the companies of state artillery serv- 
ice now at Camp Logan rifle range near 
Zion City, was placed in the range guard- 
house last night.- He will be court martialed 
today as a result of serious charges made 
against him by the wife of Capt. John Clin- 
nin, range officer*and an employé in the 
county recorder’s office in Chicago. 

Hill was captured only after a wild chase 
over the rifle range by-a squad of soldiers. 
The soldiers were attracted to Capt. Clinnin’s 
house by the screams of the captain’s wife: 
The woman accused of Hill of having in- 
sulted her. 

By the’time the soldiers came up Hill was 
far away, running for the timber country. 
After his capture Capt. Clinnin took the 
matter before Maj. O. P. Yaeger and Adjt. 
Holmes, who were dining at the Onwentsla 
club in Lake Forest with Col. Gordon Strong. 
The officers went to Camp Logan immediate- 
ly and made arrangements forthetrial. Hill 
is said to have admitted his guilt. 


Kindness Rewarded by Insult. 

There are three batteries in camp on the 
range, batteries A, B, and C. Battery A is 
commanded by Capt. Loomis, Hill’s superior 
officer. Part of each day is spent in practice 
shooting and it was during this period that 
the: incident occurred. 

While target shooting with his rifle Hill's 
finger caught in the gun lock and was |acer- 


“ated. He was taken off the field and re- 


storatives hunted. The nearest place of aid 
appeared to be the house on the range in 
which Capt. Clinnin and his wife live during 
the summer. ; 

Mrs. Clinnin was sympathetic and washed 
and dressed the soldier’s wounded hand. He 
was left to rest there and when he began to 
feel better he came to the realization that 
he was alone in the house with the captain's

kissed her and began to force his attentions 
on her. She broke away and began to 
scream. The soldiers outside neard her and 
came running up. 

** Catch him!” she cried. ‘‘ He hagsingsulted 
me. Catch him!” 

She pointed to Hill, who was fleeing down 
the range, and began to cry. The soldiers 
took up the chase and called others to their 


assistance. . 
May Be Drummed Out of Camp. 

After Hill was captured he broke down and 
protested that he had meant no harm. 

“T kissed her” he said, “‘ but I thought she 
was the hired girl. I didn’t know it was the 
captain's wife.”’ 

The man was taken to the guardhouse and 
locked ‘up. The soldiers were angry about 
the matter. When they heard of it they 
threatened to tar and feather Hill if they 
could get hold of him. Capt. Loomis and 
Capt. Newman of one of the other batteries 
promised to.start an official inquiry at once. 
All the officers prophesied that many things 
would be done to Hill at the court martial, 
as the reputation of the batteries was at 
stake. 

When Maj. Yaeger and Adjt. Holmes 

heard of it they prepared at once to go to 
Capt. Logan. Capt. Clinnin assured the offi- 


| cers that he would not start any civil pro- 


ceedings if army punishment would be ad- 
ministered. The punishment in this case, 
Adjt.

Charles Keane, a patrolman at the West 
North avenue station, was found guilty yes- 
terday by the civil service commission of con- 
duct unbecoming a policeman. As Keane Is 
& probationary man, the punishment was 
left to Chief Shippy. It was believed last 
evening it would be dismissal from the force. 

Keane was accused of brutally maltreat- 
ing and afterwards arresting a newspaper 
reporter named Frank Carson, who spoke 
to him in the way of business at the corner 
of Milwaukee and Western avenues. Mr. 
Carson had gone to the station to find an- 
other patrolman named. Ontank, and was 
told he would be at the corner nanied. 

Carson went there and found Keane, who 
had just come out of a saloon. Thinking 
he was Ontank, Carson spoke tohim. Keane 
first assailed the reporter verbally for his 
impertinence In daring to speak to him and 
then dragged him to the patrol box and called 
for the wagon. . 


Refuses to Argue; Uses Force. 

Mr. Carson argued with him, but Keane 
grew angrier and finally hit his ‘‘ prisoner "’ 
a&severe blow in the mouth, loosening a tooth 
and bringing blood. Then when the wagon 
came he literally threw his prisoner into it, 
got in himself, invited the comrade with 
whom he had been in the saloon, postoffice 
employé named MoCarthy, to go along, and 
personally took Carson to the station. 

There Carson was released on bail and the 
next day discharged by the judge for the sim- 
ple reason there was no possible case against 
him. The chief at once suspended Keane, 
who demanded a hearing by the civil service 
commission. This he was not legally entitled 
to, but Chief Shippy has made it a practice to 
allow it in the case of probationary officers 
who are entirely under his control to avoid 
claims of favoritism, and so one was granted 
Keane. 

It was had on Tuesday, and Keane was 
there with a laavyer to defend him. There 
was no denial of the general facts, but the 
excuse was made for Keane that he had been 
previously imposed on by young men who 
falsely had represented themselves as con- 
nected with newspapers, and he was “ suspi- 
clous ” that Carson was an impostor. 


Police Rules Ignored. 

Alkthe testimony brought oult by the chief 
during the hearing showed a total disregard 
of all police rules in the case and the deci- 
sion of the commission followed the testi- 
mony. 

* The testimony was all plain enough,”’ said 
President Lower of the commission. ‘“ It was 
all one way and none ofthe material charges 
were even contradicted.”’ 

The charges against Patrolman Richard J. 
Murphy of the South Englewood station were 
dismissed. The complainant was Emma 
Prints, a 14 year old servant, but her testi- 
momy was deemed insufficient.

New York Central Was Defiant. 

In a report he made while commissioner of 
tions Secretary Garfield said: 
“The New York Central railroad company 
refused to permit the bureau of corporations 
to make examination of its records covering 
the shipment of petroleum except in some 
instances where the interstate shipments 
were kept separate from so-called state busi- 
ness. The management of the road con- 
tended its lines were wholly within the state 
of New York and that its policy always had 
been to jealously guard its ‘interstate posi- 
tion.

NEW LOW PRICES RECORDED 


Wall Street Optimists Predict Roose- 
velt’s Speech Will Be Reassuring. 


New York, Aug. 15.—[Special.]—A break in 
security prices as violent as any that had 
preceded and a demoralization of trading as 
disturbed as on Wednesday intensified slarm 
at the opening of the stock market today. 
In many shares values again sank a full 
dollar a share between-sales. 

Supporting orders were interposed immedi- 
ately, the decline was stayed, and there en- 
sued a rally, promoted by more assertive 
and determined support than hae been in 
evidence lately. In the afternoon the rally 
was continued [nto a strong and substantial 
recovery in prices and a marked reversal of 
sentiment was brought about by emphatic 
reporte of forthcoming reassuring state- 
ments from administration circles. 

These reports purported to be forecasts of 
the speech to be made by President Roose- 
velt in Provincetown next Tuesday. It was 
repeated up and down the street that the 
speech would’be reassuring to investors. 


Harriman Report Not Confirmed. 

There was also a report, to which credence 
wae given in some important circles, that 
there would be a reorganization of railroad 
affairs in the Harriman domain, aad that 
Harriman either would go or that the single 
ecntrol over the roads under his control or 
infivence would:cease. Such a readjustment 
of corporate management and influence, it 
was said, was even actively advocated by 


ceitain members of the Harriman party..

AGREE AS TO MACEDONIA. 


Both Adhere Closely to Algeciras 
Treaty Over Morocco. 


ISCHL, Austria, Aug. 15.—King Edward 
and Emperor Francis Joseph met here today, 
and as a result England and Austria reached 
an agreement over the Macedonian and Mo- 
rocean question. 

The terms of the understanding over Mace- 
donia have not been made public, although 
it is certain that it involves no radical 
change jn Austria’s policy. 

King Edward, it-is understood, assured 
the emperor that England would adhere 
fully to the terms of the Algeciras conven- 
tion, holding that no third power hasa right 
to interfere In Morocco. In other words, the 
duty of policing the disturbed seacoast 
towns of Morocco will be confined strictly to 
France and Morocco, as provided by the 
Algeciras treaty, 


Royal Greeting Is Cordial. 
_ Emperor Francis Joseph met his guests at 
the Gmunden railroad -station and greeted 
them heartily. The train bearing the two 
sovereigns came in here at noon. This royal 
visit is marked with an entire absence of. 
official display. Thousands of the residents 
of Isch! and almost all the summer visitors 
gathered along the route from the railroad 
station to the hotel where the king went and 
gave the emperor and his guest a warm 
greeting. The route from the station was 
cecorated with flags, etc. King Edward was 
attired in the uniform of a colonel of Austrian 
hussars, 

Young Girls Throw Flowers. 

In front of the hotel there had gathered a 
group of young girls dressed inthe pictur- 
esque Ischl costume, who threw bunches of 
alpine roses, gentian, and edelweiss into the 
royal carriage. Several members of the im- 
perial family were at the hotel to greet King 
Edward. After a formal exchange of visits 
the emperor took his guest to a family break- 
fast at the imperial villa. 

In the meantime King Edward had re- 
ceived the Austro-Hungariah minister of for- 
eign affairs, with whom he conversed for 
some minutes. The baron then called upon 
Sir Charles Harding, permanent undersecre- 
tary of the British foreign office, and the two 
conferred at great length, both before and 
after the breakfast. 


BRITAIN’S FOREIGN FOOD BILL 


IS $1,000,000,000 ANNUALLY. 


Growing Dependence on Other Nations 
, Shown in Statistical Report—Stand- 
ard of Living Raised in Twenty Years 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND. ] 
LONDON, Aug. 15.—Great Britain's grow- 


ig strikingly illustrated by the statistics is- 
sued by the board of agriculture. Twenty 
years ago the foreign food bill for a year 
reached a total approximately of $500,000,- 
000. In 1906 it amounted to $1,000,000,000, 
an increase far greater than is accountable 
by the growth of population, 

Detailed tables compared the imports of 
fobd per head fn 1886 and 1906. The most 
notable is wheat, the figures for which stand 
at 146 pounds and 239 pounds respectively. 
Butter and its substitutes stand at 7% and 
18% pounds respectively. Sugar 60 and 8&6 
pounds respectively, and, above all, meat at 
20% and 47% pounds, 

In regard to meat it is noteworthy that the 
figures not merely represent a great import 
but an immensely increased consumption. 
The report says there is no evidence of any 


Thus the figures indicate that the consump- 
tion per head has been more than doubled, 
showing that the standard of living has been 
markedly raised in twenty years,

ROME, Aug. 15.—A sensational lawsuit Is 
being prepared against the authorities of the 
royal household by the young Countess 
Hercolani. She déclares that when she was 
15 years of age King Humbert, fascinated 
by her beauty, at a ball persuaded her to 
become his mistress. He promised to pro- 
vide for her handsomely. She was intended 
for a musical career, which was materially 
and morally prejudiced by the king's action, 
while the promised provision did not ma- 
terialize owing to his untimely death. The 
countess, accordingly, claims large com- 
pensation.

Violent protests were lodged against the 
advisers of the sultan, whose recommenda- 
tions had led to the occupancy of Oudja and 
the bombardment of Casablanca. The

honorable way out of the present difficulty, 
‘The letter, the correspondent says, does not 
mention what resolutions were taken at the 
meeting.

Ready to Attack Troops. 

TANGIER, Aug. 15.—Reports from Casa- 
blanca today indicate that the Kabyles are 
gathering reinforcements as if preparing for 
a firal effort to capture Gen. Drude’s camp 
outside that. city. 

. Advices received here from Fes say that 

the grand council called by the sultan to con- 
sider the situation at Casablanca has agreed 
that he shall use all his influence in the direo- 
tion of peace.

A systematic effort again is being made 
by those interested in the past in the boxing 
game in Chicago to organize for action that 
may result in the sport bejng resumed in this 
city.
